     Chair reconvened the regular meeting at 12:18 p.m. this date. 
 
     Discussion was held regarding 2013/2014 salaries for deputies and others.

$39,289.28.  Member Wertz seconded the motion and after consideration, the following members voted in favor 
of said motion:  Wertz, McDonald, and Nichols.  Motion carried.   
 
     Member Wertz moved to allow employee compensation as set out in the 2013/2014 compensation schedule 
to become effective July 1, 2013.  The motion was seconded by McDonald and after consideration, the 
following members voted in favor of said motion:  Wertz, McDonald and Nichols.  Motion carried.  The 
compensation schedule is available for inspection in the office of the County Clerk.      
 
     The Treasurer was in receipt of $30.00 from NACO for registration refund and $79.95 from Hayes County 
for lodging reimbursement, both credited to the General Fund.   
 
     Member McDonald moved to adjourn and to meet for the next regular meeting on Monday, July 1st, 2013 at 
9:00 a.m.  Member Nichols seconded the motion and the roll was called with the following members voting in 
favor of said motion:  Wertz, Nichols, and McDonald.
